The country viewed from railway 
trains and the bourhood of 
stations looks wonderfully prosperous. 
The land is well cultivated. There are 
splendid crops of wheat, barley, oats, 
potatoes, etc., and fruit of all kinds. 
Every bit of land 1s growing some- 
thing. There is no pasture land. No 
animals ere seen grazing. 

NO CATTLE LEFT. 

The only live stock which I saw was 
a herd of goats. The pigs, of which 
there are plenty considering the quan- 
tity of pork eaten, are kept indoors. 
Nheep are few compared with pre-war 
days, but the chief sho is in 
cattle, Germany had to deliver to 
France and Belgium many thousands 
of head of cattle—particularly cows— 
and has not yet replenished her stock. 
Hence the dearness of meat and the 
shortage of milk and butter, 

Passing through industrial towns one 
is struck by the signs of activity. Fac- 
tories are working and new factories 
are being bailt in areas distant from 
occupied Germany. If manufacturers 
are not selling goods they must be 
hoarding them until new conditions 
enable them to unload on the world, 
Cheap money enables them to build 
nnd manufacture cheaply from their 
reserves of the past. 

The greatest change in as 
compared with pre-war days, apart 
from the plagee of money, I found in 
the appearance and character of the 
people. The traveller before 1914 could 
never escape from swaggering soldiers 
and domineering uniformed officials. 
Now there are no soldiers to be seen: 
T did not see one, and only a few 
policemen. Men with uniforms are few 
and the uniforms are ill-fitting and 
worn out. The two Customs ials 
who boarded the train at Wesel had 


no uniforms at ail.
